ND now, Gentlemen, having told 
you, that I am come in to Ac-. 
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knowledge the Doctrine of Here- 

ditary Right —-— Before you boaft of me 
too much, as a Convert, -give me leave to 
explain my felf. 
T gave you in my laft, an Abridgment 
of Mr. Afgil’s Scheme, of the Hereditary 
Right cf the Kings of Jfreel, who tho’ 
they frequently u@ceeded over the Heads 
of the Eldeft Branch, were neverchelefs 
Hereditary by vertue of the great Entail 
of the Crown, upon the Fribe of Fudab 5 
by which, mot thy or that Branch, had the 
Estail fix’d uper ipecial tothem, but the 
whole Tribe, exclufive of all the reft of. the 


Tribes ; fo that every Member of that 
Tribe, had a Capacity of Inheriting, as 
well as the Elder Branch, and God referv’d 
the Nomination in himfelf, as in the Cafe 
of the Houfe of Feffe, who was of the Youag- 
er Branch of the Houle of Fudab, of Dae 
vid, who was the Youngeft Son of Eight, 


‘in the Houle of Feffe, and of Solomon, who 


was a Younger Son of the Moufe of David, 
and the like.. 

And why fhonid we differ any longer a- 
bout Words, avd Quarrel about Circame 


‘ftances, let us fee, not how far afunde- we

that tries how far we can agree? This 
would bethe Way to heal us ——— While 
the other Temper makes us all but Srcte-

Our Brethren the Aereditary-Right Men, 
own the Legal Provifion, made dy Parlia- 
ments they own, or elfe Ve! vobis- Arpocri- 
te, the Parliamentary Limitation uf rhe 
Crown, to the Houle of AHannover, thw’ 
it cuts cif the Elder Branches, ot che Hou- 
fes of Savoy, Orleans, &c. Let the Ad- 
dreflors fpeak, whether they do, or not: 
On the other Hand, we own the Heredita- 
ry Claim of the Queen, withia the faid 
Parliamentary Limicationss; What is it 
then that weditfer about? I profzfs foe 
lemnly [fee nothing between us, buc that 
weal] mean the fame thing, only canfot 
be fo Compleifaoc co our own eafe, as to 
exprefs our lelves the fame Way.

Hintelt, coche Prophets Samuel and Nuthan
